human pain and suffering. 
RED TAPE KNOTTING 
Red tape is the greatest obstacle 
even in the way of the Good 
Samaritans from other lands and as 


time unfolds it is knotting itself 
into thicker and more disgusting 
strands. 


It is an ill wind that blows na 
one any tuck, and the truth of 
this old adage has come into vivid 
relief-in these days of sadness and 
suffering. On the Ginza (Tokio's 
shopping street) lived a Japanese 
Gruggist of the name of Murahachi 
whose family had been druggists 
for generations, Raving their place 
business on the very same site 
that was completely burnt out by 
thé conflagration of September 1. 
Among the heirlooms of the Mura- 
hachi family, which had been 
placed in the vaulte of the Mit- 
subishi Bank (which was undam- 
egead by elther the quake cr the 
fire) was a package that had been 
carefully treasured for generations 
which was bequeathed by an an- 
cestor, and contained instructions 
to the effect that it should be 
opened only when the family be- 
came absolutely penurious. Quake 
and fre having reduced te Mura- 
hachis to this condition, the head 
of the house hastened to the Mit- 
subishi Bank, recovered his pro- 
clous parcel and had it opened in 
the presence of other members of 
the family. In a wooden box was

Tokio continues to have earth- 
quakes daily, some of enough in- 
tensity to warrant people rushing 
out inte the open from what little 
structures they have managed to 
get into. Quite a number, how- 
ever, have reached the stage where 
they are wondering whether life 
ie worth living if it hase to be an 
endless bother of this sort. Nerves 
have been so sorely tried that one 
can understand an elderly man 
saying: “Oh! let it quake! I can’t 
be worried any more!” Still the 
love of life ie great and those 
totally ruined seek at least to pre- 
eerve intact their bodies. Kobe and 
Oeaka have also been subjected to 
rather severe shocks, and the two 
cities were out of home early yes- 
terday morning as the earth in 
those parts trembied. 

“Old residents have declared that 
neither Osaka nor Kobe has ever 
felt euch a severe shock for dec- 
ades. No damage was done, how- 
ever, except that a German broke 
hie leg in Jumping out from a win- 
dow of a high building. The gen- 
eral opinion is that the shocks now 
in Tokio are merely due to the 
settling down of the earth, though 
with the selence of semismolgy 
hardly scratched, very few, if any.

AMITY OF EAST 


Rescue Work in Japan Firmly 
Establishes Prestige 


Tolle of 
Setvice 


American Citizens Only Ones 
Staying to Aid 
America’s rescue and ald work 
during the recent Japanese national! 
disaster did more to establish an 
amicable spirit in all the people 
of the Far East toward this coun- 


try than anything which has. hap- 
pened since Commodore Perry first 


1853, according to Admiral F. A. 
Anderson, who has just returned 
from the command of the Ameri- 
can Asiatic Fleet, which was one 
of the greatest factors in the re- 
lief work. 

‘“During those terrible -days 
Americans who were in the sum- 
mer and health resorts eighty miles 
from Yokohama started walking to 
the demoralized city/some going 
forty miles a day on foot to reach 
and aid the many thousands of 
helpless and homeless people,” de- 
clared the admiral. 

“Although the American Empbas- 
sy was burned to the ground, Am- 
bassador Wood was the only for- 
eign government representative to 


PRAISE FROM ALL 

“I want expecially to remark up- 
on the wonderful work which Am- 
bassador Wood accomplished,” em- 
phasized the admiral, “I saw dem- 
onstrated many times the effect of 
his work as reflected in the aitti- 
tude of the people, from tthe high- 
est to the lowest. He not only re- 
ceived official thanks from Ad- 
miral Yamamoto, Premier of Ja- 
pan, but the lowliest in the country 
acknowledged their gratitude. 

“Once as some Japanese work- 
men were loading foodstuffa some 
American civilians happened by 
and immediately started helping 
in the work. A squad of Japanese 
soldiers which had halted near by. 
seeing the Americans working. 
bowed down to the ground in ac- 
knowledgment of the American 
service.” 

At the time of the disaster the 
Asiatic Fieet. under the command 
of Admiral] Anderson, was off the 
China coast. Solely on his own as- 
sumption of authority; Admiral 
Anderson immediately bought out 
all the provisions of two great 
Chinese citics and immediately put 
in at Yokohama where the Navy 
started its rescue and aid work. 

Admiral Anderson used the fleet 
as a radio chain. The first in- 
formation to reach Japan after 
the earthquake was a message of 
eympathy sent by the President of 
the United States, to the Japanese 
government and which reached 
Japan through the flagship Huron 
as the last link of the radio chain. 

Admiral Anderson immediately 
received the support of the Preasi-

The Navy 
then bought out the entire oities 
of Chee Fu, Sin Tau, Shanghai, 
Hang Tau and, with the assistance 
of the Army, Manila. 

Admiral Anderson offered the 
services of the fleet to the Japa- 
nese government. All the vesseis 
of the Shipping Board and the 
steel corporation were placed at 
his disposal.

THE OUTLOOK 

While it is true that the stock 
market has discounted, during the 
past six months, a period of read- 
justment, it is not necessarily true 
that inddstry is now facing an era 
of large profite which would war- 
rant anticipation of a long upward 
movement in stocks. On thé other 
hand, it seems more logical to look 
for a period of rather keen com- 
petition, with economy of produc- 
tion and selling costs as the key- 
note.

Such condi- 
tions do not make for a bull market 
Therefore, numerous fundamental, 
economic factors will be watched 
with keen interest. Money is rea- 
sonably cheap at this time. All 
signe point to continuation of this 
condition, but foreign and domes- 
the trade must come in for con- 
sideration, wages and employment 
must be watched, competition given 
attention. It would seem the part

If a stock 
gees up a few points after being 
bought, it need_not necessarily be 
sold, but the paper profits should 
be protected with a selling order in 
the event a declining movement 
sets in. Stop-loss orders are rea- 
sonably safe on a majority of 
stocks, but are at times impotent, 
such as for instance, when Davison 
Chemical had its de- 
cline from 72 to 62.

rector, whose photoplay of the 
cannibals, “The Isle of Vanishing 
Men,” is at the Clune Broadway 
Theater. 

“In the Philippines,” said Alder, 
“lt was the young women who 
raiged the trouble. When a man 
came a-courting they wouldn't 
ylook at him unless he brought in 
a few heads for souvenirs, much as 
the Los Angeles young man brings 
a box of candy or flowers. With 
the Kia-Kias it is different. 

“The old women seem quite 
bloodthirsty. Every so often they 
will frame a party. After issuing 
great quantities of ‘wady,’ the Kia- 
Kia strong drink, to the young | 
men, they will tell stories about 
how much better their fathers were 
in the matter of keeping fresh food 
on the table. They goad the drunk- 
en young bucke into a frenzy and 
then send them to a neighboring 
camp to kill and bring back men.”

It was made by 
Alder in eight months of continu- 
vus work among the cannibals, un- 
dertaken after the Dutch govern- 
ment had refused to guarantee the 
mfety of the Alder party or its 
equipment if the men left the reg- 
ular trading posts.

“Tt isn’t inspiration that makes 
moving picture stare—it's down- 
right hard work!”

Added to that is the workman- 
ship of.this editorial, I did not 
know there was a man in Califor- 
nia who could write so well.

I doubt if he 
is a college man. He fights more 
like the volunteer than the regu- 
lar army. He knows the value 
of good old Saxon words. His style 
is simplicity iteelf—and amasz- 
ingly strong. What is his range, I 
do not know. But when discuss- 
ing a serious matter—like this of 
the Constitution, or one of 
Great Bible topicse—I do not know 
of his equal; and I read a great 
many papers and magazines; have 
done so for many years. 

And such editorials are timely. 
The world is a little tired of the 
fox-trot and the jazz. . The ten- 
dency, fortunately, is té recognize 
that “life is real; life-is earnest.” 
The Nation has had its revel. Time 
now to think, and work. Time to 
solidify; to crystallize into a na- 
tional American character. This 
sort of thing helps. You can give 
no more needed service. 

Pardon what may seem presump- 
tion, but is not. I have read—and 
paid for—The Times for years, 
giorify in your soundness and in 
your courage. This sort of edito- 
rial is logically within your policy.

ignores, and it is the Los Angeles 
of today which has astonished the 
world. In 1919 Pittsburg, where 
immense quantities of the materials 
used in the World War were 
manufactured, was at the height 
of its activity and prosperity. 

Los Angeles did not profit by 
the war: on the contrary the war 
years were years of comparative 
stagnation, and not until after the 
armistice did the city strike its 
pace. A comparison between the 
Los Angeles of today and the 
Pittsburg of today would tell an 
entirely different story. 


No Industria! Rivairy 

However, the whole affair seems 
to be more or less of a tempest In 
® teapot. Los Angeles and Pitts- 
burg are in no sense industrial 
rivals. Los Angeles is building up 
an industrial structure to serve 
the increasing population of the 
Freat Southwest and the Orient: 
there is little likelihood that, with 
the exception of a few isolated 
fee gone which Los Angeles is pecp- 
Marly well suited to manufacture. 
| this city will ever become a serious 
| competitor in the open markets 
| with Pittsburg products. 
| Pittsburg, on the other hand. 
manufactures a number of basic 
commodities, principally steel, 
which enjoy an exceeding broad 
market, and to challenge the su- 
premacy of Pitteburg in this field 
would be foolish and futile. The 
time is not far distant when Los 
Angeles will manufacture enough 
steel to be independent of Pitts- 
burg or any other eastern steel 
center for its supply of this com- 
modity, but the time is remote 
when Los Angeles will become a 
competitor in the world market 
for these products. 
, then, all the excitement? 
For no particular reason other 
than that Pittsburg seems to feel 
that ite honor has been assailed. 
It hasn't. Pittsburg. one of the 
great industrial centers of the 
country, was ueed merely for a 
basis of comparison, to illustrate 
the rapid growth of Los Angeles 
industrially, as well as in point of 
population. Pittsebure and Los 
Angeles can each go their separate 
ways, working gut their individual 
destinies, without conflict of in- 
terests. and this Los Angeles, at 
feast, is content to do.

The Export Managers’ Club of 
New York invited its members to 
the discussion of some of those 
problems at a meeting held in Sep- 
tember. The problems were: 

Unfilled orders; goods en route; 
drafts accepted but not matured; 
terms to customers who have sus- 
tained losses; and future business. 

A representative of the Foreign 
Trade Department of the National 
Association of Manufacturers at 
that meeting offered suggestions in 
substance as follows: 

In regard to “unfilled orders”"— 
that they be left standing until 
definite information is received as 
to the present status of the buyer; 
the seller to notify the buyer by 
cable (not using codes as they are 
not allowed at this moment) so aa 
to avoid responsibilities. 

With respect to 
route”—there are legal points 
which have to be taken into con- 
sideration. At the same time 
there are conditidns both for the 
buyer and the seller which have 
to be weighed with great care 
both in his own and the buyer's 
interests. 

As under present conditions—

Two steam 
railroads and a street railway 
company account for £6,000,000. 
There are British mines, British 
packing-houses, British factories. 
Foreign trade and contracts fol- 
low the investment of industrial 
capital. Needless to say, other 
things being equal, a British rail- 
road does not buy its materials in 
the United States. And the at- 
tractive power of these investments 
is, in a sense, contagious. 
State of Sao Paulo recently award- 
ed the contract for electrification 
of the Campos do Jordao Railway 
to a British firm. The last big 
job of the kind, electrification of 
part of the Paulista Railway, was 
‘done by an American company. 

One of the bigg foreign in- 
vestments in Brazil is that of a 
Canadian company, the Rio de 
Janeiro Tramway, Light and Power 
Company of Toronto, and its sub-

With this fairsized order to com- 
mence on it has succeeded in do- 
ing quite an enviable business in 
Brazil. It supplies tramway. serv-

Canton Trade 
Is Increasing, 
Report States 


(BY CABLE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 

CANTON (China) Nov. 3.—De- 
spite political unrest with its at- 
tendant military activities, if the 
term “military” may be applied 
to the internecine suicidal 
operations on various fronts, and 
despite brigandag* on the water- 
ways, the trade for the year has 
shown great vitality, says the 1922 
Customs Report of the Canton 
Commissioner of Customs (Mr. 
Alfred H. Harris.) 

Assisted by good silk crops and 
possibly also by the nondiversion 
of revenue to a central goevern- 
ment, money appears to have been 
plentiful, and the revenue collec- 
tion for the year tells its own 
story. Could this fertile province 
of Kwang-tung with its indus- 
trious millions, but know the 
blessings of peace, for which an 
ordered government is necessary, 


‘there would be no limits to trade 


expansion.

Expert Figures Show Big 
Jump Over 1921, Says 
Dairen C. te? 


(BY CABLS—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 

PEKING (China) Nov. 3.—The 
value of original exports, includ- 
ing the junk trade, amounted to 
144,000,000 Haikwan taels, show- 
ing an increase of 16,000,000 taels 
over the 1921 figures, says the 1922 
report of the Commissioner of Cus- 
toms for Darien (Mr. M. Tachi- 
bana.) 

Beans—The trade in this com-' 
modity was greater than in 1921 
000,000 piculs went to foreign 
countries and 567,000,000 piculs to 
native ports. The latter develop- | 
ment was due to low prices as 
compared with those which ruled 
in the bean-oil market throughout 
the period under review, and 
doubtless the same factor influ- 
enced foreign purchases. Beans ap- 
pear to be coming into favor as a 
food in the South Sea ds, and 
@ new market is looked forward to 
in that direction. 

Beancake—The steady demand 
from South China, due to low 
prices, was responsible for the in- 
crease of 61,000,000 million piculs 
which the returns show. 


Exports 
to Japan, however, fell off, owing 
to adverse conditions there. 

Bean Oil—The revival of indus- 
try in Europe stimulated the de- 
mand for this product; Denmark 
and Italy are said to make ex- 
tensive use of it in the prepara- 
tion of margarine, salad oils, etc. 
High prices throughout the season 
greatly checked the flow to Chin 
ports. 

Bean Boards—These are rec- 
tangular slabs weighing 11 catties 
each, shaped under greater pres- 
sure than in the case of bean- 
cake, with the object of rendering 
them less Mable to deterioration in 
transit. The one mill devoted to 
their manufacture was unfortu- 
nately destroyed by fire in Decem- 
ber, and «a promising industry is 
thus temporarily in abeyance. 

Bean Milling—The general ten- 
denqy of this business was dull 
throughout the year under review, 
with the usual fluctuations from 
time to time. The demand from 
abroad was limited by the contin- 
uance of trade depression, and was 
consequentiy not up to anticipa- 
tion. The optimistic outlook gen- 
erated by the late prosperous eco- 
nomic conditions induced an in- 
crease of 30 per cent in the mills 
operating at the port, which in- 
evitably led to competition be- 
tween themselves for the raw 
product. The loan policy adopted 
by local banks also tended : 
ard the same result.

Ground Broken for New Unit 
at Compton 


Twenty-four-Hour Shifts Put 
Into Operation — 


Demand for Product Causes 
Expansion Program 


Steadily increasing business 
throughout the summer and fall 
months brings from the Samson 
Tire & Rubber Corporation an- 
nouncement that they have placed 
their entire factory on a twenty- 
four-hour basis and have broken 
ground for new factory units and 
spur tracks, which will almost dou- 
ble their capacity. 

Work was started last week im- 
mediately upon the return from 
the East of Adolph Schieicher, 
president of the Samson Tire & 
Rubber Corporation, during which 
trip he purchased equipment and 
raw materials to take care of the 
increased production which the 
new buildings will require. 

The new buildings will immedi- 
ately adjoin the present group at 
the factory at Compton and will 
carry out the same style of archi- 
tecture. The additional spur track 
is made necessary to cover the 
greatly increased volume of incom- 
ing raw materials and outgoing fin- 
ished products. 

The new buildings are not being 
erected to take care of estimated 
business, but are made necessary 
by the constantly oversold condi- 
tion of its products covering a pe- 
of the last several montha. 
Not being able to catch up with 


the added floor space and equip- 
ment were declared necessary. 

Part of this business has come 
through the manufacture of an 
added line of tires by this com- 

ny. Nearly a year ago another 
ine of tires was added, of stand- 
ard quality, to meet any present- 
day competitive market. This tire, 
called the 'S-Q-8S, met with such 
immediate favor that many of its 
sizes have been oversold almost 
from the beginning and it has 
been found impossible to catch up 
with sales without the additional 
floor space. 


DEMAND FOR TIRES 

At the same time, the demand 
for Samson Super Sizes has 
brought about a similar condition 
on this line and it was to meet 
these needs that the building op- 
erations have been rushed for- 
ward. The first unit of the new 
building is expected to be ready 
for use before November 1. One 
carload of equipment is already 
on its way from mills in the Fast, 
and it is hoped to have it entire- 
ly installed and ready for opera- 
tion by November 1, 

Ground has already been broken 
for the additional trac facill- 
tiles and it is hoped to have the 
spur tracks ready for handling the 
shipments upon completion of this 
unit. Over 60,000 additional square 
feet of floor space will be provided 
by the new buildings. 

Soon thousands of tires will be 
leaving the factory each working 
day. The growth of the Samson 
plant has been one of the indus- 
trial romances of the West. It hus 
been epoch-making in many re- 
spects, and has paved the way for 
other successful Western enter-

WASHING THE CAR 
In washing a car, use plenty of 
water, but not at high pressure. 
Much force te the stream will 
drive grit into the varnish; it will 
also drive water into cracks and 
jointa, where it will do damage. 
Wooden parts will not hold to- 
gether well if water is eonstantly 
forced inte the joints. Let the 
hard mud spots have time to soft- 
en by soaking. Do not rub them 
of, if at all possible, but should 
it be necessary, doeit gently. 
Grease spots should be removed 
with a soapy cloth. Avoid lye 
soap, as it will deaden the varn- 
ish. The result of the wash will 
depend much upon the final wip- 
ing given the car.

The home study course in scout- 
mestership, condycted by the ex- 
tension department of Columbia 
the supervision 
of the Department of Education, 
Boy Scouts of America, has just is- 
sued its first report. From Septem- 
ber 1, 1922, te September 1, 192%, 
204 scoutmasters, in addition to 
commissioners, scout executives 
and other scout leaders, enroiled 
for the course. The registrations 
came from every State in the 
Union, chiefly from scoutmasters in 
small towns where leadership train- 
ing was not available. Among the 
students enrolled are two in Hawalli 
and one each in Australia, China 
and India. 

The course was developed to as- 
sist scoutmasters to solve the vari- 
ous problems of troop management, 
meeting programs, hike and camp 
activities, instructions and tests, Bat 
trol organization and the like. e 
course consists of a directed study 
of the handbooks, reinforced by ad- 
ditional booklets In the technique 
of scouting, and further strength- 
ened by personal advice of the in- 
atructor of the course through .in-

Forty years ago, when I lived In Tucson, 
Ariz., taro games were run openly on the 
ground floors, paying a license of $30 
month to the city. They were “square,” 
it would not have been a bealthy 
the gamblers, some of whom 
Were among the best men in town, 
word being as good as their bond.

An attempt to smuggle through a disguised 
race track gambling law at a California 
election was a dismal failure. 


Fifty years ago Germany closed the mag- 
nifcent gambling halls at Hamburg and 
Baden Baden. I was at Hamburg just be- 
fore the closing. It was a remarkable sight. 

Several European governments take ad- 
vantage of the passion for gambling by sell- 
ing bonds, with prise drawings in place of 
interest. In this way those who speculate 
“Jose nothing but the interest on their 
money. Other European governments, such 
‘es Italy, conduct regular lotteries, with 
daily or weekly drawings, the tickets being 
for sale at all govermment monopoly tobac-

It was chosen as the 
‘peat of the Federal government at about 
the close of our Mexican war, and since then 
has been the home of all its activities, ex- 
cept those of the Supreme Court, which, as 
a sop to French Switzerland, sits at Lau- 
sanne. 

Bern is only about one-fifth the size of 
Washington City, but it is far more pictur- 
esque. The town is a. peninsuia embraced 
by the deep, swift-rushing Aare, whose gla- 
cial waters roar as they tear their way on 
down toward the Rhine. The city is on both 
sides of the river, and magnificent bridges 
cross from one bank to the other. The Capi- 

tol and the President's Palace are right 
over the stream, but 100 feet higher up. 


City of Caves 


EFORE entering the government build- 

ings, I strolled about through the bust- 
ness parts of the city. The most of them 
are like a slice out of the Middle Ages. 
They have narrow streets, walled with three 
and four-story buildings with overhanging 
tiled roofs, out of which peep dormer win- 
dows which look down like so many red- 
rimmed eyes on the traffic below. Some of 
them are so old that they lean this way and 
that, making one think of the drunken 
structures on the Amsterdam piles. Here 
and there a tower ts built over the highway, 
arching the street and making each block a 
winding court walled with these houses. 
Some of the towers have great clocks in 
them, erected 600 years ago, and there is 
one out of which, on the stroke of the hour, 
a@ gfeat rooster struts and crows, while a 
troop of bears marches back and forth in 
procession. 

It was through this tower under the clock 
that I walked into a mile or so of the cave- 
like ‘stores that make up the business of 
Bern. The pavements are tunneiled, as it 
were, through the walls of the houses, 
backed by the stores which look out into 


LECTIONS take place every 

years, on the last Sunday In October, 
and aré often held in the churches. Only 
men pver 21 have the right to - vote, 
Switzerland being one of the countries 
which has not yet adopted suffrage for 
women. Each state elects its own two 
members of the State Council in any 
way it may choose, and their pay comes 
from the state. The Geneva councillors get 
$5 a day, but the average salary of the oth- 
ers is $4 and for those of some cantons, only 
$3. The representatives of the lower house 
are paid from the government treasury. 
‘| They get $5 a day for the days they are 
present and nothing when absent. 

The sessions are held four times a year, 
They usually last two or three weeks, and 
a whole year’s service seldom takes up as 
much as three months. The members at- 
tend regularly, and their constituents ob- 
ject when they stay away. If a congress- 
man cannot give a good reason for his ab- 
sence he does not get his $5. This is in 
striking contrast to our Congress where 4 
member may stay away half the session and 
receive his $7500 just the same. Any one 
except a clergyman may be a member of 
the Swiss Congress. 


The executive body of Switzerland is Hy- 
dra-headed, or at least almost so. The Hydra 
water serpent killed by Hercules had 
nine heads. The Swiss government has only 
seven. It consists of the Bundesrat or sev- . 
en members of the Federal Council which 
is elected by the Federal Assembly every 
three years. These seven men have the 
fattest jobs in the republic, if $500 a year 
and boarding oneself can be called fat. They 
are the Cabinet, and, collectively, they have 
the powers of the President. To each of 
the seven is allotted a department. One is 
Secretary of Foreign Affairs, another Secre- 
tary of the Interior, another of Justice and 
Police, another Finance and Customs, ‘an- | 
other Agriculture and still another, Secre- 
tary of Posts and Railways.

the country. Our government corresponds 
to the historical development of Switzer- 
land. It might not do for a large country 
‘like the United States, but it is the right 
government for us.” 

“What is the condition of Switzerland as 
far as business is concerned?” 

“Just now it is not good,” replied the 
President. “Some of our factories are idle 
and we have many men out of work. Our 
industries depend largely upon stable con- 
ditions {in the countries about us and the 
low exchange all around us is hurting our 
trade. I think we may have become overin- 
dustrialized. It used to be that the chief 
business of the Swiss was agriculture. To- 
day, most of our people are manufacturing 
in one way or another, and the factories 
have imported cheap labor to such an ex- 
tent that we have more people than we can 
support. We must have a trade to be 
prosperous,”

Y CONVERSATION with the President 

covered a wide range. We talked of 
the political parties, of which the country} 
has a half-dozen or more, including Social 
Democrats, Libéral Democrats, Cathelics; 
Agrarians and others. We discussed the 
tariff, the President saying that our bigh du- 
ties do much to cut down the work of the 
Swiss.

The Initiative is the right to demand that 
any new act or amendment may be put to 
popular vote upon the petition of a certain 
number of voters. Such a demand signed 
by 50,000 can force a vote to amend the 
Constitution, and only 30,000 or the request 
of eight Cantons is required to force a vote 
on any new law. If the majority vote in 
favor of it, the law or amendment is in 
force 


The Referendum is the submission to the 
popular vote of any measure which Con- 
gress has already enacted. This relates also 
to_both the Constitution and laws, and, with 
certain restrictions, the majority rules. Dur- 
ing my stay here, the nation has taken a 
Referendum vote upon a law passed, prohib- 
iting the farmer or citizen from making bis

ships and wards, are more than 3000 in num- 
ber and they settle almost everything relat- 
ing to their own localities. 

Some of the communes own property in 
common, such as forest lands and houses. 
and every family. may be entitled to free 
pasture or free wood for the winter. In 
the early morning, one sometimes hears the 
concert of the cowbells as the town cows 
owned by the various families are being 
driven by a boy or so to the communal pas- 
tures in the mountains near by, and the 
same bell-ringing is repeated at night. Once 
back in the village every cow knows its own 
home, and seeks it straightway. 

The citizenship in some of the communes 
is valuable, and it is sometimes sold for 
several hundred dollars or more. It may be 
inherited. On the other hand, it may prove 
less than a blessing, for each commune 
must pay its local expenses and support its 
owa poor, and a poor man with a large fam- 
ily may demand some support. The con- 
tracts for feeding the poor are put up at 
auction, and _the lowest bidder gets the 
prize.

Outhern California 


W is the time that all who garden are 
most active, whether the ground be 
“old” soil or that gardened for the first 
time. If it be a new garden, the lot may 
be covered with rubbish, like wood. shav- 
ings from house-building. This had best be 
burned. Weeds, hay, grass or other tight 
material should be spaded or plowed un- 
der. If tin cans and rocks cover the place, 
either haul off or bury so the top of the 
mass will be six feet below the surface of 
the soil. If blocks of wood or shavings are 
burned in the garden, the ashes should be 
evenly distributed over all the soil to be 
stirred. After the lot is thus cleared, all 
gardens are alike to old owner or new, no 
matter what age the garden. 

Begin the season's operations in all gar- 
dens by digging in a good coat of well-rot- 
ted stable manure, “costly as thy purse can 
buy.” . Bpread,it eveniv over the surface 
and dig ja as depply as possible. This diz: 
xing should be e again and again. It is 
not enough to put the fertilizer in the soil: 
it should be thoroughly mixed with it. If 
the soil is heavy, some fine sand incorporat- 
ed along with the manure will prove a 
great help. Sand used alone will soon, by 
reason of greater weight, be at the bottom 
of stirred soil. When the latter is very wet. 
the sand will fairly drop to the bottom. No 
matter what the condition of the soil sand 
will drop down every time the soil is stirred. 
Well-rotted manure or other organic mat. 
ter will aid in arresting the drop of sand 
and together these two materials will fin- 
ally become part of the soil, ome and in- 
separable. Once again: no heavy soil can 
he too deeply dug up or mined, nor can too 
much decayed vegetable matter be incor- 
porated therein. If the material is not de- 
caved, but is straw, much of it constitutes 
a serious menace to good tilth as it would 
hold the soil open so it would quickly dry. 
And large lots, chunks or masses of organic 
material will ferment. If animal manures 
are not available, use commercial fertilizers 
having a heavy or well-pronounced organic 
hase or foundation.

Sheltering Trees

There may be room 
for one or more at the sides, but better and 
more home-like effects are gained by plac- 
ing trees at the rear of the house, to sug- 
zest a back-cround shelter, a sort of “back 
to the wall” protection against storms from 
the rear.

For instance: Class “A” shows may com- 
mand a handsome money grant, provided 
ten varieties shown ure recognized as “fav- 
orites;:” all others shall be penalized. as 
non-favorites and receive not more than 
two-thirds of the prize money granted the 
favorite on governmental varieties. In do- 
ing this the aim is to give special promi- 
nence and encouragement to real utility va- 
rieties, and to center the attention of the 
public on the fact that certain varieties are 
officially recognized. The so-called favorite 
breeds are as follows: Barred and White 
ttocks, White Wyandottes, S. C. White Leg- 
horns, S. C. Rhode Island Reds, Buff Or- 
pingtons, Brenze turkeys, Toulouse and 
imbden Geese and Pekin ducks. 
Undoubtedly this movement is in favor of 
uniformity of hen fruit and pwultry meat, 
as| well as breeds of good performance rec- 
ords. itn so far as it accomplished this, well 
and good. But why eliminate the prolific 
Black Minorca, which lays white eggs like 
the Leghorn? Ana why should the Dlack 
Orpington be penalized, since it is the best 
‘as a laying fowl) of all the varieties of the 
breed? Viewed from another point of view, 
it is class legislation. Why should, the tax 
payer and voter in Canada who breeds Asi- 
aties, French, or Continental breeds be div- 
«himinated against in exhibition at poultry 
shows” If the government has any business 
fostering poultry culture at all, it certainiy 
in not “toting fair” to say that a taxpayer's 
itrahmas or Langshams are not “faverite<” 
when both breeds possess qualities that are 


of the very highest, whether as exe pro- 


ducers or table fowl. 

Undoubtedly, from a commercial point of 
view there are too many breeds and varic- 
ties: we believe the Standard enumerates 
i583. Many of these possess no commercial 
rank, others have it only in a limited way. 
The law of elimination, however, adjusts 
these things better than acts of parliaments.

Revised Poultry Bulletin —_ 

The standard varieties of chickens be- 
longing to the American class are described 
in detail in a recent revision of one of the 
series of bulletins by the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture under the general 
title, Standard Varieties of Chickens. The 
breeds now classed as American are the 
Plymouth Rock, Wyandotte, Java, Domin- 
ijue, Rhode Island Red, Rhode Island White. 
Buckeye, Jersey Black Giant, and Chante- 
cler. The chickens of these several breeds 
ure commonly called general purpose fowls 
as they are usually good egg producers and 
vield carcasses well suited to the table. 
They are especially well suited for farm 
flocks and include some of the most popu- 
lar varieties in the country. Birds of this 
type are in great favor with poultry pack- 
ers. They lay brown-shelled eggs and have 
yellow skins. In size most of these breeds 
fre intermediate between the smaller egg 
breeds, such as the Leghorns, and the larger 
meat breeds, such as the Brahmas. The 
Jersey Black Giants, however, are about as 
large as the meat breeds. Most of these 
American breeds are less active than the 
strictly egg breeds, but they are more active 
than the heavy kinds and are good foragers. 
The Chantecier, which is-a recent addition 
to the Standard, is well adapted to extreme- 
ly cold regions because of its small comb 


and wattles and its heavy, closely feath-

The bulb growers of Santa 
Cruz Valley, members of the local Farm Bu- 
reau there enlisted the aid of the American 
Farm Bureau Federation in Washington, 
which, through a representative at the Fed- 
eral hearing, was able to convince the board 
that the evidence produced concerning the 
finding of the dreaded pest was not sufficient 
to justify quarantine. Such a restriction 
would have immediately ruined an industry 
which is becoming quite profitable and ex- 
tensive in California and one which is well 
represented by several experienced growers 
in Southern California. Quarantine for such 
serious pests is the proper control measure, 
but, according to all reports available, quick 
work in this particular case was all that 
saved the California bulb industry from an 
action that would not have been at all neces- 
sary.

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HEATING OF GROVES. 
TO BE DEMONSTRATED 


The first series of citrus orchard heating 
demonstrations ever staged in Southern Cal- 
ifornia by the College of Agriculture will be 
conducted November 68, inclusive by the 
Agricultural Extension Service and the 
Citrus Growers Department of the Los An- 
geles County Bureau. 

, Practically the only investigational work 
relative te methods of orchard heating is 
that which has been conducted by Floyd 
D. Young, Meterologist of the United States 
Weather Bureau. For the past two or three 
years Mr. Young has spent considerable 
time studying the meteorological conditions 
which accompany and occasion injurious 
freezes in the citrus districts and has also 
accumulated the past experience of practi- 
cal citrus growers in heating orchards. 

More recently W. R. Schoonover, Citrus 
Extension Specialist W. R. Schoonover has 
been devoting his attention to a survey of 
orchard-heating practices. The Agricultural 
Extension Service has come to the conclu- 
sion, therefore, that sufficient information 
ts at hand to serve as a basis for a series-of 
field demonstrations for the benefit of citrus 
growers. Arrangements for the demonstra- 
tions in Los Angeles county have been made 
by Farm Adviser Robert W. Hodgson and 
similar demonstrations will be held in ad- 
joining counties under the direction of the 
Other County Farm Advisers of the South- 


land. Special emphasis will be given to:

©. Adamson, manager of the Pomona Val- 
ley Protective Association, who for the past 
fifteen years has directed the growers’ fights 
against frosts in that community.

Gabriel Canyon dam project. He stressea 
the fact that flood control ard fire protec- 
tion work are of the gravest importance in 
Los Angeles county. 

In the fire-fighting work of the county, he 
the farm bureau had been especially 
active in securing names, addresses and 
telephone numbers of men enlisted in the 
voluntary fire fighting units throughout the 
county in order that they might be quickly 
notified in emergency and directed in case 
of outbreaking fires. The bureau's legisla- 
tive committee has been active in the past 
season t6 stop the passage of laws detri- 
mental to Los Angeles county farmers and 
has worked diligently for the enactment of 
laws beneficial to the agricultural interests 
of the locality, Mr. Bissell declared. 


TO DEVELOP WATER 
FOR COAST VALLEYS 


SANTA BARBARA.—Irrigation projects 
are the big features of farm development in 
this county, according to local agricultural 
authorities, who state that in Santa Maria 
Valley a movement to create an irrigation 
district has been started. Through such 
organization, the landowners there hope to 
provide $4,000,000 for impounding the flood 
waters of the Santa Maria River. In Santa 
Ynez Valley, a similar movement to raise 
probbaly $3,000,000 is said to be under way. 
The Santa Maria district expects to bring 
under intensive cultivation around 100,000 
acres now given over to grain, hay and 
beans. All this land, it is claimed, has 
orchard soil. It is proposed to build an im- 
pounding dam far up Santa Maria River. 
The Santa Ynez irrigation movement has 
the support of a citizen's committee, ‘the 
members of which own 80 per cent of the 
lands lying within the proposed irrigation 
district. State Engineer J. W. McClure has 
made an initial report on this project in 


feet high on Las Cruces Creek, a tributary 
of the Santa Ynez River, 47,000 acre-feet of 
water could be impounded at a point where 
it could be delivered under gravity to all 
parts of Santa Ynez Valley, and as far 
down as Lompoc. The cost, he said, would 
be around $2,750,000 for the dam and instal- 
lation, representing a cost for impounding, 
laying irrigation lines and getting the water 
to the land of not more than $100 an acre. 

Both the Santa Maria and Santa Ynez 
projects have been indorsed by the busi- 
ness and financial interests of the county, 
and preliminary surveys for the creation of 
the necessary irrigation districts are expect- 
ed to begin before the end of this year.

What a Rancher Achteved OY Stt€eking to 


JSACINTO.—Heary Middleton, San 
Jacinto Valley rancher, did not dream 
five years ago that he would ever be 

xrowing onions on a large scale. He says 
himself it was never in his calculations. A 
friend wanted him to try out the idea and 
it took some urging to get him to agree to 
plant the first ten acres in 1918. Ninety- 
seven tons of onions, he says, were har- 
vested as a result of this experiment, and 
they were marketed for the encouraging 
sum of $100 per ton. The following year 
the acreage was increased. This years’ 
crop is estimated at approximately 23,000 
sacks from about eighty acres. 

The crop is hauled by truck to Los Aa- 
gcveles, where most of it is stored in a ware- 
house, to be put on the market whenever 
conditions are most favorable. About 80 
per cent ot the crop consists of Spanish 
Sweets. White Globes, or Silver Skins 
make up the balance. 

Mr. Middleton, a native of Kansas, came 
to California twenty-one years ago; he has

T IS not generally known and appreciated 
| Southern California produces some 

of the country’s best apples and that with 
a forecast production of 1,250,000 boxes this 
year, apple growing can be placed as une 
of the important orchard industries of this 
section. As these apples are produced with- 
in commercial trucking distance of Lo» 


Angeles, this winte: will see Los Angeles 
ana all markets of Southern California am 
ply supplied with home-grown mountain ap- 
ples of exceptional quality and appearance. 

Among California orchard fruits the ap 
ple ranked fourth in the fresh-fruit tonnage 
produced in 1922. It also ranked fourth in 
total carloads of fresh-fruit shipments and 
first in exports of fresh-fruit tonhage to 
foreign countries with the exception § of 
Canada. The commercial crop of the 
entire State for 1923 runs over 5,900,000 
boxes and the total crop over 7,000,000 
bokes. 

California's commercial apple crop is 
largely produced in three distinct and dis- 
tinctive districts. In Southern California, 
the Yucaipa-Oak Glen-Beaumont sections 
ure the most important with plantings ap- 
proaching 10,000 acres. The apples in these 


districts are grown in and near the snow 
line at altitudes of 2000 to 3500 feet. The 
chief varieties grown are the Delicious, 
Winesaps, Rome Beauty or King David, and 
jonathans. In Central California the main 
crowing district is in the Pajaro Valley 
near Watsonville, with some 22,000 acres 
largely devoted to Newtons and Bellflowers. 
The 1923 crop there is forecast at 2,500,000 
boxes. In Northern California the industry 
centers around Sebastopol in the Sonoma 
Valley. with 19,000 acres of apple orchards, 
and shipments this season of over 1,500, 
mn) boxes mainly of Gravensteins, This is 
declared to be the earliest commercial ap 
ple ¢fep of importance in the United States. 

California apple lands cannot be excelled 
the world over and experts say that no 
where can a better quality apple be grown. 
One of the State's greatest assets as a fruit- 
xkrewing country lies in its abundance of 
right clear sunshine, resulting in the pro- 
duction of sweet, full-flavored fruit, since it 
requires ample sunshine to develop fruit 
sugar. This was very forcibly brought home

Last fall, at the British Imperial Fruit 
Show in London, a very noticeable display 
of Canadian and British apples was in 
view, the Canadian display including fruit 
all the way from British Columbia to Nova 
Scotia. Comparison of these with the won. 
derful displays of Southern California ap 
ples at the recent fairs and festivals hel: 
in the London show excelled, and very litt! 
superiority of the California fruit. Nothing 
in the London srow excelled, and very itt! 
approached, these California apples in co! 
or, size, general appearance or flavor. 

An idea of the importance of the apple to 
the fruit industry of the State may well i» 
had in making comparison with the pro 
duction of France and Great Britain. In 
the latter country the apple is the most im 
portant orchard crop grown, covering an 
acreage of nearly 150,000 acres. In the rev 
ord crop year of 1922, France produced 
12,000,000 boxes and Great Britain 1 ' 
000 boxes, while California produced +, 1 
00 boxes. The 1923 California apple cro 
exceeds that of Great Britain.
